ak this is, you must cast a 
glance or two Jback at the long history c f organized labor. 
In the old days before steam er jines and large-scale factory 
employment, of course, there was no need for a labor union. 
Every 
worker knew his employer personally and was personally known by 
him, and the two could usually strike a fair bargain for the w orker’ 
services without much trouble. 
The arrival of the factory, in which anywhere from IOO to 
5000 men would work on one job, changed all of that. 
Worker and 
boss became strangers. 
The boss could say, “ take it or leave it,” and 
the worker had no comeback 
So workers began to organize— and the law came down on 
them. 
fo r a time labor unions were highly illegal 
Organizers in 
England were treated as criminals and deported to Australia along 
with murderers and highway robbers. 
Not until years had passed 
was it generally admitted that wage-earncrs did have the right to form 
associations and bargain collectively. 
Then some genius invented the “yellow dog” contract. 
That 
works like this: 
You, as a wage-earner, get a job in a factory. 
When you get 
ii you are required to sign a contract pledging yourself never to join 
a labor union, 
'iou also agree not to quit work without the boss’ 
consent. 
By and by times get hard. 
You need higher wages and the 
boss won t give them to you. 
You and your fellow workers decide 
to strike. 
I he boss promptly gets an injunction from some judge 
prohibiting you from breaking your contract. 
Then, when you strike, you are not simply out of a job; you 
have violated a court order and you can be thrown in jail. 
That is what the Norris-LaGuardia bill is aimed at. 
The rights 
of the common man have gained a new valuable recognition.

When the manufacturers’ tales tax comes up for discussion, 
you might like to mull over some figures recently submitted by the 
People’s Lobby, al Washington.

Pointing out that this tax is designed to raise arou rid $550.- 
000,000, the lobby reminds us that in 1930 there were 736,357 Am­ 
ericans whose incomes were more than $ 5,000 apiece. 
These incomes 
totaled $10,198,000,000; and the men who draw them would have 
to spend just hall of that on manufaucturers in order to contribute as 
much as $ 100,000,000 undei this tax law. 
That, obviously, leaves something like $450,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to be 
collected from the people who earn less than ,$5000 a year. I he lobby 
estimates that fully $200,0000,000 of it will be paid by those earn­ 
ing less than $1800 a year. 
Unless those figures can be controverted, it will be bard to 
make the sales tax look like an equitable measure.
